GETTYSBURG,  PA.,  (AP)  _ 
Former  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  in  an  impromptu 
news  conference  on  his  74th 
birthday,  Tuesday  doubted  that 
he  would  head  a peace  mission  to 
troubled  Viet  Nam. 

HE  WAS  ASKED  about  news 
reports  that  Republican  Presi- 
dential candidate  Barry  Gold- 
water  had  suggested  such  a mis- 
sion headed  by  Eisenhower  if  the 
Republican  ticket  were  elected. 

Eisenhower  said  he  had  hear 
the  reports,  but  “I  doubt  if  they 
want  anyone  emeritus,  either 
emeritus  military  or  emeritus 
president.  I think  they  probably 
would  want  a younger,  more 
active  follow.” 

EISENHOWER  SAID  he  had 
never  seen  such  a personal  poli- 
tical campaign  as  the  present 
one. 

Referring  to  the  campaign  be- 
tween President  Johnson  and  his 
Republican  challenger,  Sen.  Gold- 
water  of  Arizona,  Eisenhower 
said  it  was  unfortunate  that  “they 
are  not  debating  issues.” 

THE  HIGHLIGHT  of  the  news 
conference  held  on  a parking  lot 
was  presentation  of  a gaily  de- 
corated birthday  cake  to  the  smil- 
ing general  by  Barry  Goidwater 
Jr..  27,  son  of  the  presidential 
nominee,  and  Miss  Libby  Miller, 
20-year-old  daughter  of  the  Re- 
publican candidate  for  vice  presi- 
dent, Rep.  William  E.  Miller  of 
New  York. 

Miss  Miller,  a student  of  New- 
ton College,  Boston,  kissed  Eisen- 
hower on  the  cheek  at  the  pre- 
sentation.

In  an  Atlanta  hospital  for  a 
routine  physical  checkup  King 
said:  “I’m  deeply  moved,  gratified 
and  honored  to  be  chosen  for  such 
a significant  award. 

“I  do  not  consider  this  merely 
an  honor  to  me  personally,  but  a 
tribute  to  the  discipline,  wise  re- 
strant,  and  majestic  courage  of 
the  millions  of  gallant  Negroes 
and  white  persons  of  good  will 
who  have  followed  a nonviolent 
course  in  seeking  to  establish  a 
reign  of  justice  and  a rule  of 
love  across  this  nation  of  ours." 

King  said  everj’  dollar  of  the 
prize  money  would  be  spent  on 
the  civil  rights  movement. 

King  is  the  12th  American  and 
the  third  Negro  to  be  awarded  the 
peace  prize.  Dr.  Ralph  J.  Bunche 
U.N.  Undersecretary  for  Special 
Political  Affairs,  was  the  first 
American  Negro  so  awarded  win- 
ning the  prize  in  1950.  He  sent 
King  a letter  of  congratulations 
immediately  after  the  award  was 
announced. 

This  year  King  was  made  an 
honorary  doctor  at  Yale  Univer- 
sity and  was  awarded  the  John  F. 
Kennedy  prize  by  the  Catholic 
Council  for  Cooperation  Between 
the  Races,  in  Chicago.

Khanh  Regime  Retains 
Power  In  So.  Viet  Nam 


SAIGON,  (AP) — Prospects  for 
the  pledged  quick  switch  of  South 
Viet  Nam  from  military  to  civil- 
ian government  went  glimmering 
Wednesday.  This  development 
followed  a week  of  unusually 
heavy  casualties  in  the  U.S. -back- 
ed war  against  the  Communist 
Viet  Cong. 

RELIABLE  sources  disclosed 
that,  through  a complicated  deal 
worked  out  with  the  17-man  High 
National  Council,  the  Military 
Triumvirate  which  was  supposed 
to  step  down  Oct.  27  will  continue 


to  wield  executive  power  until 
some  time  next  year. 

The  High  Council,  created  by 
the  Triumvirate  last  month  to 
guide  the  nation  back  to  civilian 
rule,  will  serve  as  a sort  of  legis- 
lature. 

Under  revised  arrangements  it 
is  reported  Maj.  Gen.  Nguyen 
Khanh,  who  has  said  he  wanted 
to  return  to  duty  in  the  Armed 
Forces,  will  resign  the  premier- 
ship but  join  the  figurehead  Chief 
of  State,  Maj.  Gen.  Duong  Van 
Minh,  in  some  unspecified  job  of 
the  Executive  branch. 


Storm  Pounds 
Florida  Coast 

MIAMI,  FLA.,  (AP)  — Hurri- 
cane Isbell  smashed  into  the 
Florida  keys  and  the  marshy, 
sparsely  populated  Southwest 
Florida  coast  Wednesday  after 
leaving  a trail  of  death  and  de- 
struction in  Cuba. 

KEY  WEST,  Southernmost  city 
in  the  Continental  United  States, 
was  pounded  by  fringe  winds  of 
more  than  75  miles  an  hour  and 
heavy  rain  as  the  storm  center 
passed  30  miles  offshore. 

Trees,  signs  and  powerline  top- 
pled and  the  picturesque  island 
city  of  34,000  was  left  in  darkness 
at  noon.

IN  THE  Winged-T  the  center 
is  the  only  player  who  does  not 
change  his  position  according  to 
the  play  and  series  of  plays  used. 

Depending  bn  the  nosition 
taken  by  the  wingback,  either  on 
the  right  side  or  the  left,  the  com- 
plete line  "flip-flops”  from  one 
side  of  the  center  to  the  other.

! around,  or  keep  it  himself.  His 
decision  depends  on  the  penetra- 
tion of  the  defense. 

Carefully  note  that  the  out- 
side belly  series  is  numbered  40; 
the  number  41  designates  play. 
In  tliis  case  the  number  one  hole 
is  to  be  hit.  Number  one  hole  is 
around  the  tight  end.  If  on  the 
other  hand  the  play  called  by  the 
quarterback  were  42,  the  series  is 
the  same  but  the  hole  is  this  time 
off  the  strong-end. 

The  number  of  these  holes  does 
not  change  with  the  shift  from 
the  right  to  the  left  by  the  strong 
side  or  the  left.  This  remains 
constant. 

Look  for  this  Saturday  and  the 
game  will  take  on  new  propor- 
tions to  each  spectator. 


IN  THE  DIAGRAMS  above  two 
examples  of  this  are  shown.  The 
wing  right  and  the  wing  left. 
Note  that  the  line  changes  with 
the  wingback. 

Why?  Why  does  the  line 
change?  The  easiest,  most  logical 
explanation  is  for  the  convenience 
of  the  players.  If  the  same  side 
of  the  line  were  required  to  play 
both  the  strong  and  tight  position 
each  player  would  of  necessity 
have  to  learn,  and  by  learn,  he 
would  have  to  memorize  two 
completely  different  sets  of  plays. 

THERE  ARE  OTHER  advant- 
ages other  than  the  problem  of 
memorization  involved,  of  course. 
The  tight  end  is  generally,  or  is 
desired  to  be,  the  more  skillful 
down-field  blocker.  The  strong 
end  is  a better  inside  blockers  and 
is  more  skillful  in  pass  catching, 
more  active,  and  faster  than  his 
blocking  brother,  the  tight  end. 

Returning  to  the  diagram.  Each 
offensive  hole  is  numbered  in 
relation  to  the  offensive  lineman. 
All  even  numbered  plays  are  run 
to  strong-side  and  the  odd-num- 
bered plays  are  run  to  the  tight- 
side.  Remember  that  this  remains 
the  same  whether  the  strong  side 
is  to  the  left  or  to  the  right  side 
of  the  center. 

IN  THIS  PLAY  supplied  by 
Coach  Hudsepth  a clearer  ex- 
planation can  be  gained.  The 
play  is  one  variation  of  the  out- 
side belly-series.  A belly  series  is 
one  in  which  the  quarterback  has 
the  option  of  giving  the  ball  to 
the  mid-section  of  the  fullback, 
toss  it  to  the  wing-back  coming

BACK-TO-BACK  home  runs  by 
the  M and  M sluggers,  Roger 
Maris  and  Mickey  Mantle,  and  a 
grand  slam  poke  by  first  sacker 
Joe  Pepitone  pave  the  way  for  the 
biggest  rout  in  this  year’s  Series. 

St.  Louis  opened  the  first  inn- 
ing with  two  sharp  singles  by 
Curt  Flood  and  Lou  Brock.  Bill 
White,  who  now  has  only  one  hit 
in  23  times  at  the  plate,  then 
bounced  into  a double  play.  Flood 
scored  from  third  and  the  Card- 
inals led,  1-0, 

IN  THE  FIFTH  inning,  Jim 
Bouton  planted  a single  to  left 
against  Cardinal  southpaw,  Curt 
Simmons,  to  score  Tom  Tresh.  Up 
to'  that  point,  Simmons  had  hurl- 
ed a near-perfect  game. 


Simmons  set  down  Phil  Linz 
and  Bobby  Richardson  in  quick 
order  the  next  inning.  Roger 
Maris,  who  had  a .150  Series 
average  to  that  point,  stepped  to 
the  plate.  On  a 2 ball,  2 strike 
pitch.  Marls  clouted  a home  run 
just  inside  the  right  field  foul 
line.  This  was  Maris’  first  Series 
RBI  since  October  5,  1962,  in 
San  Francisco.

JOE  PEPITONE,  who  Itas  only 
four  World  Series  hits,  immedi- 
ately cleared  the  sacks  with  a 
homer  to  right  to  make  the  score 
8-1. 

Jim  Bouton,  who  now  has  two 
Series  wins  this  year,  weakened 
somewhat  in  the  last  two  innings, 
allowing  one  St.  Louis  run  in 
each.  Bill  White  grounded  out  to 
bat  in  Curt  Flood  in  the  eights. 
Young  Mike  Shannon  scored  on 
Dinch-hitter  Bob  , Skinner’s  single 
in  the  ninth.
